ACK in Marmora in the middle 
of August, 1915, Licut.-Comdr. 
Dunbar Nasmith decided to put 
Into effect a project which he had 
been nersing for some time, wait- 
ing for a favourable opportunity, 

It was to bombard from the sub- 
marine Ell a vinduct on the Bag- 
dad Raflway which ran along the 
northern shore of the Gulf of 
Ismild. This railway was 4 vital 
lnk for the Turks, enabling them 
to draw troops for Gallipoli from 
their southern. dominions. To 
destroy the viaduct would {ndeed 
be a “coup.” 

Nasmith approached submerged, 
thon rising suddenly at close range 
opened firo, But.the encmy was 
on the alert, and after fifteen 
rounds had been fired a - strong 
reply from the.shore necessitated 
abandoning the attack and diving.

and when D‘Oyly Hughes, the First 
Licutenant, approached his com- 
mander and voluntccrod {to swim 
ashoro with a gun-cotton charge 
and blow up tho viaduct, Nasmith 
wolcomed the idea and decided to 
givo it a trial.

As the viaduct hove in sight, 
showing dark -against the Hghter 
sen and eky, he set. himself to ap- 
proach it with the utmost caution. 
But he soon perceived that it was 
a scene of fervent activity; a fire 
was burning at its near end; men 
were walking hither and thither, 
shouting and talking, and the puff- 
ing and clanking of an_ engine 
could. be heard not far off. 

It soemed the Turks were repair- 
Ing the damage E1I had inflicted 
a few days earlier, and to fix and 
explode a charge under the bridge 
was outside , the bounds of pos 
sibility. 

After‘ all, thls was only what 

Nasmith had foreseen, and, though 
a bitter disappointment, did not 
preclude the breaking of the line, 
which was the object decided upon. 
Retracing his steps, D’Oyly Hughes 
at last regained his pack, not with- 
out diMfculty,. and enst about for a 
good place to fix'the charge. 
At length he: found one. It. was 
a small. culvert ‘spanning a dry 
stream ‘bed, but as it- was within 
three hundred yards of the picket, 
who .were still enlivening their 
watch by talk, and, between them 
and the ~ yladuct, he. had to work 
very carefully. The heavy charge 
was brought and secured under ‘the 
culvert, the tin of dry gun-cotton, 
ready fittéd with its detonator, was 
slid gently into place; it only re- 
mained to light the fuse. 

But there was a difficulty, for the 
fuse must be lit by-pushing its.end 
into the ‘barrel of a little pistol de- 
signed for the purpose and then 
pulling the trigger. There would

“Failure at Ottawa woukl have

Tragedy of Unemployment. 

Dealing with unemployment, Mr. 
Baldwin said nothing caused His 
Majesty’a Ministers more anxiety 
than the unemployment situation. 
“There has been a slight improve- 
ment,” he said, “but we cannot for- 
get the vast numbers of men not 
only who are out of work now but 
who have been out of work for a 
long time, ard for whom the pros-' 
pect of getting work is dim and 
shadowy in the extreme. 

“T would like te remind you that 
it wns not very Jong ago that our 
Prince of Wales, after a number of 
tours in the. industrial areas in 
England, Scotland and Wales, made 
nn appeal to the more fortunately 
circumstances among us not only to 

ielp those. jess fortunate, but to 
help them to help themselves. 

“Loas of ‘morale. is the real 
tragedy of unemployment. It was 
very much to that end that the 
Prince stressed.the activities cf the 
National Counell of Soctal Service 
schemes, 

“Many kinds! had sprung up 
everywhere from dne end’ of the 
country to the:other.”
